The following U the report of three 


of the four members of tho special 
committee who were appointed and in- 
structed to visit eastern cities, examine 
into the different kinds of pavements 
DOW in use and report to the council, 
The report was received and lied at the 
regular meeting on tho 5th lost.: 


In our report of progress made to 


you at • meeting of this council, held 
August 3, 1874, wo asked further time 
for continued investigation and an ap- 
propriation of money to pay for chem- 
ical tests, eto. We now beg leave to 
Xrt, that after consultation with each 


r on observation made in examin- 


ing the various pavements seen during 
our investigations, conclude that wood 
13 the most desirable material for pave- 
ments, all things considered, provided 
it can be so treated as to prevent decay, 
otherwise its use would be too expen- 
sivea luxury. While in the city of 
Pittsburg Pa., wo examined the appara- 
tus for and process of treating wood 
with creosote or dead oil, know as the 
Seeley Pelton process, which are now 
in use in that city, for making Alexan- 
der Miller's improved wood pavements. 
This process is used extensively by the 
United States government in the treat- 
ment of timbers for fortifications, gun 
carriages, etc., and has been adopted by 
the cities of New York, Washington, 
Pittsburg and Detroit for the preserva- 
tion of wood used in all puBlio works, 
from which, and since our former re- 
port, have been placed in possession of 
authentic chemical analysis of various 
authorities, both private and govern- 
mental, and have ourselves witnessed 
experiments on various samples of pre- 
pared paving blocks, some having been 
exposed to use on streets five years,_ in 
which we find the oil in full possession 
and the fibre of the wood perfectly 
sound and free from indications of de- 
cay, and have also been placed in pos- 
session of satisfactory documentary evi- 
dence that wood thus treated in Eng- 
land and other countries during the 
past thirty years and exposed iu various 
ways, has not, in any instance, shown 
any signs of decay. We conclude that 
we m»y safely apply such experience to 
our own uses and therefore think it is 
not necessary or desirable to use the 
money appropriated at yolir meeting 
August 4, for tho purpose indicated, 
[n the peculiar construction of the var 
ious wood pavements examined, the Al- 
exander Miller's improved seems to us 
to possess peculiar advantages in its 
adaptation to long continued wear, and 
so far as your committee are able to 
judge after examination, this pavement 
is laid with greater care and better 
work is secured for the money paid than 
any other pavement examined. 
We 


therefore recommed that Alexander Mil- 
ler's improved wood pavement, made as 
per specification herewith attached, be 
adopted for use in this city. We fur- 
ther beg leave to state that parties own 
ing and controlling patents, covering 
apparatus for cutting blocks and carbol» 
izing materials used in making this 
pavement, are willing to erect mills and 
works for the same in this city at their 
own expense and risk, provided they 
can be guaranteed a reasonable amount 
of pavement to make, and that it will 
require some time, say two or three 
months, to build such works 
We fur- 


ther recommend that arrangements be 
made by the city council at the earliest 
practicable moment justifying the erec 
tion of such mills and other works dur- 
ing the coming winter, that pavements 
be made as soon as the condition el 
streets and weather will permit in the 
spring of 1875, and thus inaugurate a 
system of improvements which will 
have a tendency to beautify our city 
and enhance the value of property as 
no other improvements will do.

IS THE BED SEA. 


The desolation of the Red Sea is un-' 


known. Along the whole extent of the 
Eastern coast, to the best of my obser- 
vation there Is not so much as a blade of 
grass ; and Abysinnian travelers tell me 
that the western shore is little if at all 
better. Prom my perch in the higher 
rigging of the foremast, I can see along 
liKEIUg UA lillC AV»Vl»M*aV( A. vi»« uv«* »-.~-.-n 
either shore tho huge pyramids of rock, 
deepening from gray Into crimson as 
they rise, bastion after bastion against 
the lustrous mottline; sky—undiscovered 
Matterhorns on which no Alpine Olub 
has ever set footi Below me the blue 
tiansparent sea is alive with UttrtlUtf tun, 
whose glancing scales glitter like rain- 
bows in the splendor,of the sunrise. 
Tho captain and mate, who arc already 
on dock, (for eveiy one rises at foui 
o'clock in this latitude)keep glancing on 
every side in search of a shaik, and yon 
der, sure enough, rises fte long, gaunt, 
stealthy assassin, his huge dagger-like 
fin piercing the smooth surface as with 
a sudden slab, he swoops into the midst 
of tho terrified fish, and with one crunch 
of his mighty jaws snaps out the whole 
centre of the column 
If we had only 
a hook' but we have not—not even an 
apology for one ; so we shake oui fists at 
the unmoved bucanneer, and leave him 
to pursue his depredations. 
.... 
A few days later, when we had fairly 


lost sight of Africa, and arc hugging the 
Arabian shore, our attention Isattiactcd 
by a dazzling line of white far to the 
poit side, breaking the deep blue of the 
sea with a single flash, bright, keen and 
nanow like the edge of a Damascus 
scimotai 
This is the first of the gitat 
coial reefs which lie so thick between 
Jiadah and Koomfldah as to fonn an ab- 
solute lampait between which and the 
shore, says our skipper, "a ciaft can just 
scrape along." Every one on bouid ,ie 
collects that he has promised to bung 
some coral back with, him to Constanti- 
nople ; and the skipper piomiws to 
"lower the boat down and have a look 
at one of the reefs the •first time w i an 
chor for the night " This happen* on 
the following evening, when we tue .it 
the cntiancc of the inside passage , ami 
the captain, the ehiet engineer, the su 
pcrcaiito, and I, wilh two of the ciew go 
coral hunting in a body 
The sky is 


aflame with the glow of sunset; and the 
huge desolate rocks, -*ith their back- 
in ound of dim, ghobtly desert, I he slow- 
ly darkening sea, the distant stcamei ly- 
ing like a shadow upon the watu, JUo 
silence and utter loneliness an- very un 
press!vc. But the silence docs not en 
dure long 
The outer edge of the reef is 


barely reached, when first the two sail- 
ors, and then all the rrst of us in turn 
leaped overboard, clothes and all, and 
begin tearing up coial, hunting ciahs, 
and splashing each other with water, 
while the silent sea lings w ith shouts ol 
laughter and broad Knglish chaff for the 
first time, perhaps since its creation 
Petrified flowers of every color—while, 
black, yellow, and red—such as one im- 
agines in the enchanted cities of the 
Arabian Nights, came up by the hand- 
ful, and presently the engineer clucks 
and fishes up a huge black sea urchin, 
twirling its long sharp spines in a tiucu- 
lent manner, and evidently very angry 
at being distuibcd , but into the boat it 
goes neveithclcss At the same moment, 
one of the sailors comes towards us with 
a huge mass of coral, slips and goes 
backward undci water, with his lump of 
coial atop of him , but we spring to the 
rescue.und drag him out still clinging to 
his prize like a bnll dog. And * the 
fun goes on till the sun touches the 
hoi uon, when it is indeed time for us to 
he gone , for in this latitude there is no 
twilight—night follslike a falling cur- 
tain

The Museum of the University of 


Christiana now possesses a remarkable 
relic of the Age of Iron one of the ves- 
sels used by the Vikings for their pirati- 
cal cruises and descents on the coasts of 
Prance and England. We learn fiom 
the Sagas that while Paganism lasted, 
the mode of burial in use, at least foi 
persons of note, consisted'in hauling a 
ship out of the water, putting the dead 
body in, and then covering the whole 
with earth, so as to form a tumuius. The 
tebsel alluded to was thus treated, and 
was recently discovered. It has a keel 
of a single piece 43feef long, but attach- 
ed to the hull by pegs only, the ribs be- 
ing quite independent of it. The ship 
lias a breadth of 13 feet, and a depth of 
4 feet, so that she must be very flat. 
Poop and prow have both the same 
shape, ana were very much' damaged. 
The side planks, from ten to eleven in 
number on each, are an inch thick ; the 
nails have a round head outside and a 
square one inside. The gunnels are 
gone ; the ribs, thirty in number, at in- 
tervals of 3 feet 7 inches, are composed

A LIVELY LAWSUIT 


Attwmeyg Md Wltne«ge« M tfesJr 
<-l*-*olloe Int«rter»-X War of 
Wwris-No Blood Shed. 


The liveliest trial that has taken place 


In tho city for some months came off be- 
fore Justice Hughes yesterday afternoon 
and evening. Sometime on Thursday a 
warrant was sworn out by Charley Lille' 
ston, as complaining witness, against # 
B. Milligan, the keeper ot the B>. James 
Hotel, better known as the Pennsylvania 
House, charging him (Jttlligan) with 
keeping a disorderly honget ant) gelling 
liquors without a license. 


At about two o'clock the parties ap- 


peared and the fun commenced. In 
opening the case for the city Mr. Buck- 
ingham took occasion to speak of the 
fact that Mllligau came here from the 
Penitentiary i whereupon the latter call- 
ed upon the court to protect him from 
tho abuse that was being heaped upon 
him by the city attorney. The court 
directed him to keep quiet, but in spite 
of tho court and Mr. Loo, his counsel, 
he kept calling for protection, and finally 
, 


applied to Mr. Buckingham some oppro- 
brious epithet, at which the attorney 
drew up his fist to give the defendant a 
blow, the latter rising at the same time, 
und squaring off in pugilistic style. The 
officers present interfered before any 
blows were struck, and the attorney 
proceeded with his statement of the case, 
commenting in very severe and cutting 
language upon the kind of house kept 
by defendant. 


Mr. Lee then proceeded to state the 


case, as he understood it, and some allu- 
sion made to the complaining witness, 
brought that gentleman to his feet in 
a'mcnacing attitude, with frowning brow 
nud lightning in his eye 
The police 


seated him in double quick, and Mr. 
Lee remarked to him that if he arose in 
that manner again he would knock him 
down. 
Charley's angry passions soon 


subsided, and his face was again wreath- 
ed in smiles. ' At the conclusion of 
Mr. Lee's statement the examination of 
witnesses was commenced, and occupied 
the time of the court until nearly nine 
o'clock in the evening. Several witnesses 
testified to having obtained liquor at this 
house,— sometimes of Milligan and gome- 
times of Charley Lilleston, whoj was 
clerking there for a few weeks. The 
testimony in regard to the house being 
disorderly and kept as a place of prosti 
tution, was too disgusting io be printed- 


The last witness examined for the de- 


fence was Mr. Milligan himself. Upon 
his cross-examination by Mr. Bucking- 
ham, ho was questioned as to a difficulty 
which hud occurred between himself 
and wife. He declined to answer at first, 
and upon being required to do so by the 
court, he applied a very opprobrious 
epithet to Mr. Buckingham, where- 
upon the latter dealt him a blow in the 
face. As quick as lightning Milligan 
was on his feet, and made a dive at the 
attorney, but failed to reach him, and by 
this time both gentlemen were in the 
hands of the officers present, who made 
them sit down. Mr. M. called for a war- 
rant for the attorney's arrest, but that 
gentleman said no such thing was need- 
ed, as ho then and there plead -guilty to 
u charge of assault and battery. 
After 


some further cross-examination of this 
witness, during the progress of which he 
menacingly shook his fist at his interro- 
gator, the case was submitted to the 
court without argument. 


A fine of thirty-five dollars and cost 


was assessed upon each charge, and the 
city attorney asked that defendant stand 
committed until fines and costs were 
paid. Tho latter signified his intention 
to appeal his case, and the court gave 
him until this morning to fill his appeal 
bond.

To keep up the supply the 
proprietors of these establishments are 
forced to pay a good price for hogs, and 
thus these houses arc a benefit, not only 
to some forty or fifty laboring men, who 
have no other employment, but to the 
furmurs and people in general.

be aTOie time.

Many are destitute of 
everything upon which to subsist, and 
nothing but prairie hay for their stock. 


They are still wearing the rags of 


their summer clothing, and have nothing 
to buy others with. They will be com- 
pelled to house up as soon as cold weath- 
er comes. Warm clothing, though worn, 
would enable them to get out and earn 
something for their own support. 


Now, I wish to ask of the people of 


your city, to gather up a lot of cast-off 
clothing suitable for men, women and 
children, pack them in boxes, and send 
to me, and I will attend to the distribu- 
tion of the g&mc. If any money can be 
raised, pay the freight to Winchester via 
Leavenworth. For the sake of humanity 
make the appeal to the benevolent of 
your city and do what you con for us.
